AFTER RALLY, MARCH TO CONSTRUCTION SITE 
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buildings and townhouses are 
being built to attract the white 
population that would otherwise 
be making the exodus into the 
suburbs. Thousands of black 
families are to be uprooted and 
relocated on the other side of 
the "wall'' created by the free- 
way. 

Cities around the country ha 
have used roads in this way to 
create "white- middle-class" 
and "model" black areas, in 
the attempt to stop the trends 
which threaten to leave major 
urban areas completely in the 
hands of poor-blacks and poor- 
whites, 

Some people have taken the 
first realistic step in the stop- 
ping of this cement catastrophe 
by bombing the offices at the 
site. But sabotage is not 
enough and can be easily pré- 
vented by vigilant pigs.

Brazilian urban guerrillas fought police 
outside the U.S. embassy in Soa Paulo, on 
September 19, wounding two cops and fire- 
bombing their patrol car. 


In an early morning raid, on October 4th, 
Chicago pigs once again shot their way into 
the headquarters of the Illinois Black Panther 
Party. The pigs arrested seven Panthers 
and ten members of the Vice Lords a Chicago 


youth gang who hadcome to the aid of the Panthers. 


One Panther was badly beaten and reported in 
critical condition. The pigs destroyed med- 
ical sipplies, ransacked the office and at- 
tempted to start a fire.

The FBI reported that,a few weeks 
before the April riots, the D.C. 
Police department's only criminal 
intelligence files were ripped off. 
They report that the culprit has 

not been found. 

The FBI reported that the files 
consisted of more than 300 dossiers 
on Washington's most hardened 
criminals. The files were " considered 
to be the most sphisticated ever com- 
piled on the Washington underworld. 
The FBI was reported to have con- 
sulted the files often.

less abstraction. 
But the really important point is this: 
an American revolution would make these 
questions irrelevant, In the first place, 
the United States controls, directly or in- 
directly, the greater part of the world's 
resources. These resources and the tech- 
nological knowhow now available to us, 
would be used immediately to speed up the 
procéss of industrialization in the most 
uNderdeveloped countries, and could sgor, 
create a situation where hunger and want 
wotild be concepts of thatWast. The entire 
world could then be free to indulge in the 
privilege of indivudual freedom. 
Communism, you see, is not something 
to talk about in terms of the present. It is 
probably true that no communist nation now 
exists. There are several socialist nations 
stuggling against the old ideas of greed, 
attempting to democratize the work situa- 
tionand spread out the wealth, and perhaps 
laying the ground work for a time, maybe 
not so far off, when the state superstruc- 
ture will no longer be necessary and a con- 
dition of pure communism can flourish. 

In any event, the way we read history, 
communism is the inevitable end product of 
present social trends It is the direction in 
which mmost of the people of the world are 
moving, especially, the people of the un- 
derdeveloped third world countries. For 
most of the world's people, socialism is the 
logical next step, and the United States is 
the leading counter-revolutionary force, 
holding back progress, supporting dicta-- 
torships far more tyrannical than the soc- 
ialist states which are held up as the worlds 
villains, 

This response, we realize, is at the 
same time rather long-winded and tot ° 
sketchy. But it is only intended to touch 
at the answer: it is impossible for us 
to draw out in a few sentences the limit 
less possibilities for a socialist America, 
built on the embers of the capitalist ethic. 
And for a world free of the stranglehold 
of American corporate greed. But here's 
the old cliche: if we can just get you 
thinking abutt it, do your own studying 
and research; rap with us and others; 
get into the struggle and pick up on the 
expeiences from which we are now work- 
ing. Together, we (and that doesn't just 
mean a few middle class freaks -- it 
means the great majority of the Ameri- 
can people) can explore the possibilities. 

This is what we on the collective be- 
lieve. We do not pretend to speak for 
the movement as a whole, but we think it 
is safe to say that the experiences of the 
last few years have led most of those who 
identify with the movement to see things 
in generally this way. 

That the structure of the society is 
the real culprit (and not bad men in office) 
That reforms and personal utopian sch- 
emes can only fail ultimately because 
they strike only at the limbs and not at 
heart of the system. And that a move- 
ment must be built that can eventually 
grow strong enough to take power away 
from the corportee elite. Then together, 
we can begin the hard work of creating 
a new world order -~ this time based on 
the positive values of creativity and co- 
operation.

That it is a diversion) 
created by the (predominantly white and 
most certainly racist ) power structure 
to cloak the real and just demands being 
raised by the Panthers. ; 

And the spectre of Black Violence is 
used in the same way The Panthers are 
not pacifists, but they don't run around 
the community like madmen, picking 
fights and shooting cops. When they fight 
(and they are certainly prepared to do go * 
when necessary), it is always in self- 
defense. It is the mass media that plays 
on Panther "violence" and ignores poliee 
repression and the positive community 
programs)the Panthers are initiating like 
free medical clinies and the breakfast 
for children program. 

. It is true, of course, that the Panther 
newspaper is full.of pretty heavy rhetor- 
ic and that the Panthers call copspigs. 

But that’s because the Panthers' main 

constituency comes from the most op-— 
pressed sectors,of the black community, 
and the Party is merely talking in the 
language of its constituency. And if most 
of us had been held down all our lives by 
what is essentially and occupation army 
of police; if we had been constantly de- 
meaned and brutalized and robbed of our: 
self-respect; we'd call cops pigs too! ~ 


TI HOW COMES THE REVOLUTION? 


Or you ask, is that an unfair question 
that only time can answer? Inassense it 
is, and yet to just say that would be a cop 
out 

Nobody knows enough about this country 
to say with.any kind of conficence how the 
second American revolution will come 
about: But we will try to respond to your 
specific questions. 

One thing to make clear is that a revol- 
ution is not a single event: it is an ongo- 
ing process. Perhaps the process of re- 
volution has already been set into motion 
in this country It involves much more 
than a new group of people taking control 
of the state aparatus, It means a basic 
changing of consciousness, the develop- 
ment of new cultural patterns. There will 
not be one sudden point at which, Voila’, 
the new order is uponus. The process will 
be long and hard (though certainly not dull 
or unfulfilling) and in our lives we will see 
only glimmers of the end result: perhaps 
our grandchildren will live in a truly bette 
world. 

But that does not mean that the revolu- 
tion is some abstract, philosophical pheo- 
nomenon. There are very réal and con~ 
crete things that must be done to chage the 
worid. Most basic fs the act which we be- 
lieve to be a precondition for real change: 
altering the economic structure of society. 

Now some people say, maybe the big 
capitalists will suddenly see the evil of 
their ways, will wake up to the misery and 


deprivation of so many of the world's 
people, will realize that they are pillag- 
ing the world's natural resources and beau 
ty, and will be convinced by reason and ex- 
ample that there is a better way to do 
things That they will-issue a glorious 
proclamation announcing an end to wars of 
village, to imperalist control of the world": 
resources, to the system of selective theft 
known as Private Property. That General 
Motors, AT&T and Ling-Temco, Vought 
will distribute their assets evenly among 
the people and will announce that the new 


order of the day is to join in the collective 
struggle to create a world free of hunger 


and xa gs say, find and dandy But is 
ain't gonna happen, It's never happened 
before -- greed is a sickness which so 
distorts the basic nature of a human being 
that it will take more than the fact we are 
right to make the big shots give up their 
control over what they produce and how. 
And it might mean, at some point, a phy- 
oe confrontation. 

s to violence, we must be prepared to 
defend ourselves. «tus Bivaye! the 1 state 
which initiates: violence against the people. 
Look at People's Park in Berkeley’. The 
people tried to take a little piece of land 
and make it into a park and the state freak- 
ed, reacting.with all its repressive force. 
One person was killed, many were injured. 

Look at the experience of black people 
in this country. They were nonviolent for 
many years, ‘But the eops weren't. The 
Megitimate authorities” have used violence 


to keep black people down with impunity, 


but when such groups as the Black Panther: 
begin to talk about armed self-defense, all 
the good peace-loving folk freak out and 
scream about the violent revolutionaries, 
When black people try to physically redis- 
tribute property that has been denied them 
("looting"), they are to be shot on sight. 

If the state gets so uptight over a hunk of 
land and a few television sets, what will 
the the response when we demand that Rock- 
efeller hand over Standard Oil? 

We don't dig violence If the revolution 
can happen; without any bloodshed, that's 
great. But we think it's important that 
people keep a perspective about violence. 
The violence that causes millions of the 
worlds people to die before reaching ma- 
turity, that causes black and brown people 
to live in hovels and be open game for po- 
lice sadism, the violence that has brought 
devastation to South Vietnam in the name 
of Anti-Communism -- that form of vio- 
lence seems more to the point. Pacifism 
can be an extremely hypocritical game.

We agree with you that we must con- 
vince the American people that the revol- 
ution is right. We're not interested in- 
making’a coup -just putting another small 
group of people into power without real 
popular involvement. And that means that 
it's important that we don't come across‘ 
as Enemies of the People, a bunch of self- 
indulgent freaks, grossing out grannies and 
rednecks. We must make our actions ex- 
emplary and clear explaining with pati- 
ence, working hard and showing the people 
that we are on their side and that the re- 
volution is in their interest. Objective 
fact is the best indictment of the govern- 
ment and the police and the corporate mon- 
opolies. We don't have to lie or boast: 
the truth is our best weapon. 

Which isn't to say that we compromise 
our beliefs, moderate our views, or even 
cut our hair Our openess, our analysis 
of events, our involvement in people's 
struggles (like strikes, women's liberation 
actions, high school demands) will con - 
vince people that we are right.
